ot the Experiment* 
Montgolfier Brother*. 

Proceeding on the principle that heat¬ 
ed air expand® and so becomes lighter, 
bulk for bulk, than air at the ordinary 
temperature, the brother* Stephen and 
Joseph MontgolAer Ailed a paper bag 
with (tented air, which rose to the cell¬ 
ing of the roam. This preliminary suc¬ 
cess wan rapidly followed up, and they 
gradually increased the size of tbe bal¬ 
loons experimented with until they 
were so satisfied with their progress 
that In 1783 they gave a public exhibi¬ 
tion, sending up a linen balloon 105 feet 
In circumference, which wan Inflated 
over a Are supplied with small bundles 
of chopped straw. The balloon succeed¬ 
ed beyond their utmost expectation, and 
after rising to a height of over 6,000 
feet It descended ten minutes after In 
a field a mile and a half away. The 
next balloon carried a car. In which 
were a sheep, a cock and a duck. 

The success of this further experi¬ 
ment Induced M. Pilatre de Rozier and 
the Marquis d’Arlandes to risk their 
lives by making the first ascent In the 
new and wonderful machine. Tbeit 
balloon, which was forty-five feet In 
diameter and seventy-five feet high and 
was Inflated with hot air. passed over 
Paris to the great astonishment of the 
people, attaining an altitude of half # 
mile. Ballast was then for the first 
time employed In regulating the as¬ 
cending power of the balloon. The Amt 
venture was followed by others, and 
iDe Rozier, the first to ascend, was als 9 
the first to meet hfe death In this man • 
tier, having been killed, with a com 
panlon, by the bqhiing of his balloon 
near Boulogne.

TENSION OF THE PDBLIC WATER FIFE 

SYSTEM OF THE TOWN OF BLOOMFIELD. 

IN THE COUNTY OK ESSEX. 

Tbe Oouncti of tbe Town of Bloomfield, In the 
County of Essex, do ordalnaa follows: 

section 1. That the public water pipe sys¬ 
tem of tbe Town of Bloomfield. In tbe Oounty 
of Essex, be extended for supplying the Inhabi¬ 
tant ot said Town wltn a supply of pore and 
wholeeutse water lor public and dom esQc 



Section L The necesaary cos: and expenses 
to be incurred to carry tbe provisions of this 
ordinance Into t-Uect shall be met by the issue 
of bends of the Town of Bloomfield. In the 
Oounty of Saeex, to tbe amount of live Thou 
sand Dollars, the same to bear interest at tba 
rate of A*< per cent, per annum payable semi¬ 
annual Ijl; the entire principal Indebtedness to 
be paid In the year 1908. under and by virtue 
of an act of the Legislature ot tbe State of 
New Jersey entitled -An Ac* JteepecttngTowns, 
and prodding tor the purchase of water works 
or s plant f -r the supplying ot pure and whole¬ 
some water to the Inhabitants of such town for 
public and domestic uses, and the extension of 
such water works or plant, and providing for 
the lssud of bonds to pay tor such purchase or 
extensi -fc," approved March 9, UM. and the 
amendment thereto.
